THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH 

President Roosevelt, in interpret- 
Ing the trends of policy in the world 
uside his own country, is probably. 
ot at all surprised that his remarks 
hhave been. received with some as- 
perily. Indeed his reference to the 
Atting of the shoe indicated a readi- 
ness to meet rejoinders. Yet he has 
done a service in drawing attention 
to the plain implications of | the 
sabre-rattling to the sound of which 
national morale has been invited to| 
recovery. At the moment the world 
Is witnessing an interesting exposure 
of the futility of the armed argument 
‘in conflict with the commonsense of 
free nations. A good deal of latitude 
hag been allowed to the exponents 
of that argument, partly as the re- 
ult of a healthy reaction against 
the sometimes over-unciuous claims 
made by extreme partisans. of the 
League and partly out of the 
vielion thet precipitate opposit 
might accentuate the evil. Now it 1s 
evident that the League's basic pri 
ples are stronger than the League 
itself and President Roosevelt has a 
lively sense of the significance of 
that dizcovery, espeeially in ,clation 
fo the pressure of economic. facis, 
Danger in the future lies not so much 
jn the possibility that the Presidant’s 
dictum will fail to find acceptance 
fas in the risk that that acceptance 
mmay not be treated in a proper spirit 
of tolerance. In. voicing the view 
of civilization, the nations assembled 
at Geneva have to guard. themselves 
‘against vindictiveness and against 
any expression of moral supcriority. 
‘These considerations are particularly 
pertinent just now when the travail 
of the Ttalisn people—whatever 
wrong their leaders" policy may have} 
wrought—deserves no less sympathy 
than the admitted grievances of

‘ment formed when Great Britain went 
off the Gold Standard in 1931. He 
hheld the Foreign Office portfolio for 
the few weeks prior to the Genera!

Government to be constructed on 
permanent. lines. Me. was Great 
Britain’s special ambascader tothe 
United States of America at the mon 
critical period of thot War. On July 
14, 1918—France’s ‘day—he crowned 
hhis mission to Ameriea by nddressin 
fan audience of 12,000 for Ii hours 
Jn Madison Square. At the conclusion 
of Ms speech the whole concourse rose. 
and cheered the British orator for the 
space of four minules. British people 
should always remember. with grati- 
ude that dramatie response made by 
the American nation to an’ appeal 
which wae inspired hy the desperate 
plight of italy and Great Britain in 
the middie of the last year of the 
war, ‘These two countries. were foe 
to face with possible starvation. Lord 
Reading's presentation of the case 0 
the American public. elicited the 
magnificent gesture which led ever;

‘in this country, most of them having. 
failed. ‘The private enterprises are 
in a preeerious condition, and are 
bbeing menaced by numerous dangers, 
JAlarmed by the approach of economic 
bankruptcy. the people often mis- 
takenly think the” responsibility 
should” be borne wholly by the 
Government. “In fact, however, this 
Ministry is merely an industrial od~ 
ministrative organ, and not all enter- 
prises should be ‘taken in hand by 
Malone, ‘The mission of this ad- 
ministrative organ is merely to direct | 
fand promote the various State and 
private enterprises, 








Avoiding Duplication 


“In my opinion, such organs as the 
National Economie Council, the 
Hlonal Reconstruction Commiss 
‘and certain others, whose work is 
more or less similar to that of the 
Ministry of Industry, should divide 
thelr work and co-operate with the 
Ministry. ‘They should define their 
‘duties, and avold duplicating each 
other's work. ‘They must not contend 
with one another for power, so that, 
though they start their work from 
different points, they may arrive at 
the same result.

CUSTOMS’ YIELD 
Jan, 2. 

‘The Ministry of Finance releases 
the annual statement of the 
collections made by the Customs 
during the past year with such 
admirable promptness on December 
81, that it may not be unreasonable 
to suggest that the issue of monthly 
collection returns would be most 
receptable to students of Chinese 
wfairs, During the last few years 
the statistical machinery of the 
‘Customs Department has kept pace 
with modern requirements. The 
‘monthly yellow books relative to 
‘the value of imporls and exports 
appear with due regularity and give 
‘most valuable information. If they 
could be accompanied by details of 
‘Customs revenue, there would be 
scomplete satisfaction with the data 
available for assessing the material 
progress of the country's finances. 
For 1935, as was to be expected, the 
‘Customs’ yield shows a decline of 
$19 million on the previous year. 
‘This reflects the depression through 
which Shanghai in particular has 
‘been passing, for the reccipts at this 
port were actually $26 million less 
than in 1934, Increases at Canton, 
‘Tsingtao, Hankow and Amoy helped 
to mitigate the adverse returns from 
Shanghai, In 1933 the total col~ 
lections for China amounted to $340 
million on which the figures for 1935 
show a decrease of §24 million, 
Previous to 1933 the figures ins 
cluded collections in Manchuria. 
At must be remembered that from 
July 1934 a revised import tariff 
came into force, In the immedia~ 
tely preceding month a generally 
downward revision of export duty 
rates was made  cffective. ‘The 
decline in collections may there 
fore be attributed to the general 
economic depression and, possibly, 
fo the operation of the law of 
diminishing returns, 

Efforts to reduce 
balance of trade have not been 
unsuccessful. From the peak year 
of 1932 when imports exceeded ex- 
ports by $866 million, there has 
been a gradual fall’ from $733, 
million in 1933 to $495 million in 
1934. The Agures for 1935 are not 
complete, but the returns from 
January to November showed an 
excess of imports to the value of 
$348 million as against $405, 
million in the same period of 
1934, Tt is probable therefore 
that a further decline in the 
excess of imports over exports 
was recorded for the whole twelve 
months of 1935. This does not 
offer much consolation to those 
who observe that the figures connote 
€ continuance of the general falling 
off in foreign trade and conse- 
quently a definite depression in the 
economic condition of the people. 
It may, however, be admitted that 
the statement which the Ministry’ 
of Finance has issued has its 
encouraging aspects. If the poli- 
tical and monetary conditions of 
1935 are taken into account with 
all their resultant reactions on the 
course of trade, the wonder indeed 
is that the falling off in returns is 
no greater. The Finance Minister 
is fortunate in having at his com- 
mand an instrument of revenue 
collection which shows a vemark~ 
able resilience and satisfactory 
Powers of resistance to economic 
adversity and political disturbance. 
It is to be hoped that he and his 
colleagues in the Government will 
not be disposed to try this willing 
servant too greatly. ‘The situation, 
as Dr. H. H. Kung has expressly 
recognized, demands more than 
negative rectitude. It should be 
met by positive _ statesmanship 
which {s prepared to construct and 
in constructinr, to follow sound lines 
regardless of tne allurement of well- 
worn traditions. 

In contemplating the -collections 
for 1935 it may be pertinent to note

In the early days of the Revolu- 
tion these loan -bonds were little| 
better tan flat paper, but  wise| 
statesmanship, recognizing that re- 
Pudiation of ‘Government debt "is 
not only a breach of national hon: 
our but also a step prejudicial to, 
the safety of the nation’s future, 
has gradually but surely raised 
these bonds to tke proud position of 
boing accepted by all banks and by 
the Investing public as sound Gov- 
ernment stock, To the banks es- 
pecially this soundness 1s of vita. 
Importance, seeing that thelr. re- 
serves are largely compesed of these| 
Internal toon bonds and that is on| 
these reserves that their note issues 
are in part based, 

‘These observations should be borne 
in mind at the present time, not 
only by those who are inclined to 
depreciate the achievements of the 
Chinese Government but also by 
the members of that Government a3 
{it faces the diMeult task of economic 
rehabilitation. Its beneficent acti- 
vities in initiating nation-building 
services, such as plague prevention, 
‘quarantine machinery, flood control, 
road-making, agricultural develop- 
ment, and the like have been made 
possible by the financial assistance 
forthcoming from Customs revenue. 
‘That revenue, in fis turn, has de- 
pended on the maintenance of an 
effective and publie-spirited civil 
service guided by approved prin- 
ciples of administration and duty. 
To quote again from Mr, Wright's 
books, the Government's treatment of 
the "Customs revenue has been 
governed by a desire to create 
@ firm firanciat foundation on 
which China's Goverment in the 
future can build with safely and 
security, and to atsist whenever and 
wherever possible Chinese agencies 
that work for the welfare and ad- 
vancement of the Chinese people. 
This is no Fortunatus’ purse but a 
national trust which should be 
discharged with vigilant regard to 
the canons of sound finance and 
decent administration. 

















INDUSTRIAL POLICY 
Jan. 6. 

As practical banker, Mr. Wu 
‘Ting-chang, the new Minister of In- 
dustries, has signalized his assump- 
tion of office by issuing a plain 
statement of policy which is 
pleasantly devoid of extravagant 
ambitions. On the fashionable 
process of planning Mr. Wu Ting- 
chang makes apposite comment in 
drawing a clear distinction between 
“plans and achievements.” No 
doubt he can find many projects in 
the pigeon-holes of his new ofMfce 
but he is not disposed to disturb 
the dust upon them unless he is 
satisfied that they have a reason~ 
able chance of being put into cxecu~ 
tion. ‘This may betoken a negative 
virtue but it deserves recognition if 
only because the new Minister has 
clear ideas on the proper attitude 
of the Government toward the 
development of private enterprises. 
He makes some shrewd observations 
on the need for close co-ordination 
between various organizations which 
are tackling the problem of in- 
dustrial development. “He rightly 
points out the dangers of over= 
lapping as dffecting the labours of 
the National Economie Council, the 
National Reconstruction Commission 
and his own department, He might 
have made specific reference to the 
Ministry of Finance, from more 
than one point of view. When, for 
example, the Government is im- 
pressed by the need for foreign 
capital to foster industrial activity 
in China, the Finance Ministry is 
justified in claiming the co-opera~ 
tion of other departmental un- 
dertakings so as to ensure that the 
Government's left hand does not 
hamper or-undo the work of its 
right. Mr. Wu Ting-chang’s defini- 
tion of his responsibilities in the 
direction and promotion of various 
State and private enterprises, gives 
him authority to assist this co- 
ordination. Again, it has happened 
that the Finance Ministry, in its 
capacity as a. revenue collecting 
organ, has been involved in opera- 














tions ‘directly conflicting with the 
policy of encouraging local indus- 
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Itries. The same criticism applies|due encouragement and, where 


also to the work of the Provincial 
authorities and Mr. Wu  Ting- 
ichang's insistence on co-ordination 
fs all the more welcome. 


Last March the Minister's present 
colleague at the head of the 
way department made some per- 
‘tinent observations on Chinese in- 
dustries in addressing the share- 
holders of the Bank of China for the 
last time as thelr General Manager. 
Mr. Chang Kia-ngau then sald: 
Despite competition from abroad, 
there should be a promising future 
for Chinese industries, provided that, 

Arstly, they improve thelr internal 

organization, secondly, they receive 

suflicient financial support: and 
thirdly, the Government establighes 

a poliey to safeguard industria} in- 

forests. China, with its rich re- 

sources, immense population and 

low level of wages, should find its 

existing industry unable to satisfy 

the demands of even the domestic 

market. : 
Bearing in mind the fact that 90 
per cont. of the people of this coun- 
try are dependent on agriculture 
and that industry here is not in an 
Jadvanced stage of development or| 
Jof more than modest dimensions, 
rapid advances cannot be expected.| 
[China cannot hope extensively to| 
jassait external markets on the pre- 
[carious foundation of her low wage- 
scale. especially in the light of the 
Jdevices employed by many countries 
to deal with socalled dumping, 
threats for the protection of their 
higher standards of living. China 
[should endeavour to stimulate her} 
Jexports in order to redress the 
jadverse trade balance—in short pay 
for her imports—but she will prob- 
‘ably be inclined to concentrate on 
special lines in developing industries | 
for that purpose. On this point the 
American Economie Mission's Re- 
ort is of interest; so, too, is Sir 
Arthur Salter’s survey ‘which com- 
‘mends attention (o industries closely, 
related to Chinu's natural resources; 
Jand production: 

‘Among these the ‘extractive’ in- 

@ustries drawing upon China's 

mineral wealth and the industrial 

Processes related to them’ should 

probably find a more important) 

place than at present, 
Looking therefore to the best and 
largest market for the products of 
industrial development, it is clear 
that the Government ‘will find it 
convenient and profitable {0 en- 
courage industries which can find 
purchasers in China itself, ‘The 
Minister of Industries hds un-| 
ldertaken to collect statistical data 
Jand he should in due course be| 
‘well supplied with information re- 
evant to that ambition. 

At the risk of stating a truism it 
must be said that industries for 
which a good home market exists 
Jare most deserving of support. 
‘Modest capital expenditure, the 
Inced of a great proportion of manual 
work in relation to the mechanical 
Jequizment and a close association 
with the natural resources of the 
jeountry are further qualities recom- 
mended for the selected industry. 
}SUill the Government cannot afford 
to overlook the implication in this 
‘assessment. Dependence on the 
home market means that the in- 
‘dustrial development of the country 
will in the long run be limited by 
the ceonomic condition of the 
‘masses—and therefore of agricul- 
ture. When the peasant is on the 
verge of destitution, or when his 
livelihood from the ‘soil gives him 
hho margin for improving his wretch- 
edly low standard of living, the 
prospect of selling him the products 
Jof the local industry fades out of} 
the picture. Mr. Wu Ting-chang's 
efforts to stimulate industrial en- 
erprise cannot be of much avail 
unless the Government as a whole Is| 
prepared to endorse firmly and 
practically a policy of agricultural 
rehabilitation including agrarian re- 
form. “Real industrial development 
‘must be bused principally upon the| 
farmers’ purchasing _ power"—to| 
quote Sir Arthur Salter again. 
Obviously this demands gradual 
action ‘rather than spectacular 
moves. Mr. Wu Ting-chang would| 
probably do more for industry than 
any of his predecessors, if he| 
contented himself with the elimina- 
tion of overlapping, the removal of 
junnecessary obstacles to industry’ 
jand the firm application of the co- 
ordinating process 1o the different 
organs of the Government now, in 
fone way or another, attempting to| 
tackle the problems of his depart- 
‘ment. His recognition of the danger 
lof creating stale industries merely 
for thelr own sake is important, By! 























‘allowing private enterprise to find 
‘a natural and healthy scope, with 


Jdesirable. assistance from the Gov- 
Jernment, he will give the most ef- 
fective expression to his admirably- 
leonceived policy.

Until the 
engagement has begun it is not pos- 
sible to judge what Marshal! 
Badoglio has in mind. He has 
manifestly revised some of the 
original plans for which, as Chief of 
the General Staff of the Army in 
Ttaly, he must have shared re- 
sponsibility. So he may not favour 
the development of a solid advance 
but rather rely on the greater strik- 
Ing power of mobile columns. ‘The 
former has the advantage of invit- 
ing security by means of careful 
consolidation of ground gained, but 
it also involves considerable delay, 
the danger of which rows greater 
as the. season of the rains ap- 
proaches. The latter will give quick 
results but, as experience has 
already told, it offers the Ethiopians 
splendid opportunities for that 
guerrilla work in which they excel. 

‘The resumption of the offensive 
by Marshal Badoglio is a pressing 
need, The course of events since 
October has robbed the Italians of 
the initiative and it fs all-important 
that they should regain it if they 
are to achieve their main objective 
within a reasonable time. ‘There 
can be little doubt that Marshal 
Badoglio has had completely to 
overhaul the organization so 
elaborately and profusely created on 
African soll for the mechanized 
conquest of Ethiopia, In a brilli- 
ant despatch last month the special 
correspondent of “The Times” with 
the Ttalian Army disclosed the 
‘weaknesses of roadmaking scheme 
fon which the advance of Marshal 
De Bono's army was based. 
After paying tribute to the wonder: 
ful work of the Italian 
gineers, the correspondent came! 
to the’ conclusion that the roads| 
would not stand the strain of the 
enormously heavy motor-transport 
thrown upon them in the course 
of the advance. He expressed the 
view that the “endless succession 
of rocky ramparts thrown up by 
the forces of Nature” would prove 
a more formidable enemy to the 
Italians than the Ethiopian man- 
power. To those who in China 
know that observer's qualifieations| 
‘as a South African veteran, an eye~ 
witness of the Russo-Japanese War, 
a war correspondent in Siberia dur-| 
ing the Great War—in other words. 
‘Mr. David Fraser—this comment 
carries much weight. Italy will not 
be the frst country (o make egre- 
gious errors of judgment in the: 
early stages of a colonial campaign, 
but appearances suggest that Mar-| 
shal Badoglio's forthcoming offen- 
sive will require undeniable suc-' 
cess if the troops under his com~ 
mand are to be assured of the fea- 
sibility of the task imposed upon 
them. ‘The recapture of the initia~ 
tive will be the first step. ‘The next 
and even more vital—need will 
be t> secure a smashing victory be- 
fore the spectre of the rainy season 
comes closer to the invaders’ view.

CHANGING LONDON 


When the new Waterloo Bridge 
begins to rise in the New Year, 
Londoners will see the hand of the 
remover busily at work among the 
adjoining wharves, To-day a large 
amount of properly along the Lam- 
beth, shore will come into the posses- 
sion of the London County Counell, 
for that is the date when the £900,000 
deal with the Ecclesiastical Com- 
misaloners is due for completion. 
‘There are 400 yards of river frontage 
to the proporties which are on elther 
side of Belvedere Road, and go back 
to York Road. ‘The clearance that 
will result will open the way for the 
most spectacular London improve- 
ment since Kingsway. It is proposed 
to lay out a new Thames Embankment 
all the way from. Waterloo Bridge 
to Westminster Bridge, and to offer 
riverside sites for big blocks of ofc 
and hotels. ‘The south sido, in fact, 
is to be raised to the same’ level of 
beauty and dignity as the Vietoria 
Embankment. “Already preliminary 
discussions are tating place at the 
County Hall as to the lay-out, and 
many imaginative schemes have been 
put forward by eminent architects and 
town planners. ‘The full scheme, of 
course, will take many years, and 
involve an expenditure of many 
millions, “One of the most vital con- 
siderations is the arrangement of the 
trae routes. “Meanwhile it has be 
come clear that the Counefl will need 
to arm itself with additional Parlia- 
mentary powers before it can carey 
out the improvements on the compre- 
hensive scale desired. As to. the 
extent of the powers to be sought, a 
report is to be presented after the 
Christmas recess, 


ALMA-TADEMA, 


‘To-day is the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the birth of Sir Laurence 
Alma-Tadema, the son of a Frisian 
hotary, who having made his name as 
an artist of considerable merit, be- 
came a British subject in 1873, and 
was knighted by Queen Vietoria in|

(Ting Wen-chiang}, who succumbed 
to-day to coal-gas poisoning contrac-

Dr. Ting, who was 48 years of 
age, was born at Talhsing, Klangsu. 
He studied in Shanghal and Peiping 
before going to England, where he 
attended Cambridge University and, 
later, graduated .trom the University 
of Glasgow, with the degree of 
Bachelor of Seience. He engaged in 
post-graduate rescareh work at Frel- 
hurg University, Germany, where he 
eeeived the degree of Doctor of 
Science, 

In 1613 Dr. ‘Ting was appointed 
Director of the Bureau of Geological 
Survey of the Ministry of Agriculture 
‘and Commeree, and held this position 
until, 1921, 


He was managing director of the 
Peipiag Coal Mining Co, of Tientsin 
from 1932 to 1925; Chitiese member 
of the British ‘Boxer todemnity 
Advisory Committee in 1924; and us 
Soclate director of the Shanghai and 
Woosting Port Administration — in 
1920, In 1925 he was appointed a 
member of the board of trustees of 
the China Foundation for the Pra- 
motion of Education and Cullur 

Dr. ‘Ting was the author of various 
books on keology, among them "Fifty 
Years of Mining ‘in China" “Geology 
of the Yangtze Delta."—Reuter.

censorship and all special laws and 
facts tending lo curtail freedom of 
the press should ‘be abolished and 
repealed forthwith; sidequate protec:

men; no newspaper shall be banned 
from. the mails or susponded without 
the due process of law, and the same 
constitutional protection should apply 
to those engaged in the practice of 
Journalism; ‘no. central or segional

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RENDITION OF THE KULING ESTATES 


Romantic Story of Unique Community in China: 
Agreement of Transfer Freely Concluded 


Frost Gon Owst 


Kuling, Dee, 30, 

With the closing of the year. the 
members of the Kuling Couneil’ will 
hold thelr last meeting and 
hand over the Administration to the 
Chinese Authorities, according to the 
Rendition Agreement which has been 





very carefully thought out, fully 
considered and agreed to ‘by the 
higher Consular and Diplomatic 


authorities and the Provineial Gov 
ernment of Kinngsi. Ata first glance 
some foreigners’ may think that 
Kuling is being given back too easily, 
after owing its inception and exist 
fence, az a health resort, entirely to 
the ‘foresight, energy ‘and money 
Which foreigners put into it rather 
more than a third of century ago. 

‘Many early pioneers assisted in the 
beginning, but perhaps special praise 
ig due fo Mr, S. 8. Little, who 
arranged the original purchase of 
this beautiful mountain resort on the 
Lushan Range, Inter known ‘as 
Kuling. 

Bungalows were bullt fairly rapld- 
ly afler the Boxer Rebellion, chiefly 
for the various missionary’ bodies, 
some for business firms and private 
Individuals, also the Customs, 

Luling Valley Purchased 


Later other extensions were  ob- 
tained forming what Is known as the 
Kuling Estate—the adjoining Valley 
of Luling was purchased in the name 
of the Russian Orthodox Chureh, but 
hhas been for some years now,’ ad- 
ministered by the Chinese. Until the 
year 1929, it was not legal for any 
foreimer to. sell any land or build~ 
ings within the Estate to the Chinese, 
neither could the latter rent bun- 
galow's therein, 

‘The political changes which took 
place In China between 1926-9, 
together with the chango of attitude 
towards foreigners, altered the post 
tion altogether. 

‘Many bungalow owners left the 
country for good, and the number of 
foreigners using Kuling as a summer 
resort wag reduced considerably. 
Many bungalows were thrown on to 
the market, also building sites, which 
were eagerly bought up by the Chin- 
ese who, during the last six or seven 
years have purchased nearly one half 
Of the properties within the Estate, 
Which In most eases thoy have moder- 
nized and developed, In fact of re 
cent years practically all develop- 
‘ment at Kuling has been carried out 
by the Chinese not only inside the 
Estate, but in the native quarters 
considerable improvements have 
taken place, roads widened, greater 
attention pald to" sanitation, police 
watehing andl lighting. 

Spirit of Co-operation 

‘Thus it is quite evident to alt who. 
fare in tlose touch with the actual 
conditions, that the time has fully 
come for the manifestation of a real 
spirit of co-operation between for- 
eigners and Chinese at Kuling in the 
Administration of the ‘whole area, 
Which has led up to the present 
Rendition Agreement. 

‘The Agreement which was to be 
signed at Kuling on Decomber 30, 
stipulates that there shall be an Ad- 
visory Councll—throe members of 
which shall be foroigners—to assist 
the Chinese Dircetors of the “Ad~ 
ministration, Also. a certified ac- 
countant shall cheek the annual ac~ 
counts 9s heretofore, 

‘The now Administration will take 
over the Habilities og well as the 
assets of the Kuling Estates and the 
Chinese authorities also agree to 
cearry out all such agreements as have 
bbeen made and entered into between 
‘the Council and land owners. There 
ig no intention to ralse the Estate 
Dues which landowners will pay as 
hitherto, Any special funds required 
fur development purposes will be ob- 
tained through the | Provinelal 
authorities from the Government, 

‘The present foreign Secretary and 
Accountant will be retained by the 
new Administration for « period of 
twelve months or more if so required. 

‘Transfer of Title Deeds 

Title deeds to property issued by 
the Kuling Estate will be handed over 
in exchange for Chinese Government 
deeds, at a nominal fee of $1, pro- 
vided’ sueh deeds ave in order and 
within the tine limit to be stipulated 
Tater ‘on, 

‘Thus the interests of _ property 
owners have been fully considzred 
ard protected. We understand that 
the ney Administration will ad- 
minister the area much on the same 
Mines adopted by the Kuling Estate 
Couneit in past years, as far as prac- 
tieable, and) we wish them every

Constraint was applied, and, however 
hoppy the ullimate issue, there was:

that 1 was eventually authorized 10) 
initial and subsequently ratify the 
Agreement on their behalf. 1 think 
itis a good and timely agreement, 
and 1 like to think that the pioneers 
‘af Kuling would be pleased to know 
fof the outcome of their venture.

British source stated to-day that 
Germany snd Japan initialied a

It sald that the German 
and Japanese General Staffs had 
reached a military agreement, If not 
‘an_outright alliance. 

Stich reports have been recurrent 
for the past two years, but the 
‘source referred to sald to-day that 
the plan envisaged a German-Japai 
ese pact against Communist activi. 
ties, which would be published, but

Harbin, Dee. 22. 

‘The weather is colder this season 
than it has been for many years and 
the Meteorological Station advises 
that the cold spell will not only con- 
tinue but will take a colder turn stil, 
therefore the public are making sure 
of having good winter clothing, those 
Who pawned thelr furs in the spring 
being now compelled to find money 
somewhere to buy them out, Many of 
the Harbin residents place their furs 
fand winter coats in the pawnshops, 
not so much for the sake of getting 
money ndvaneed, but to make. sure 
that they will be properly looked after 
uring the summer months, asthe 
pawnshops “have special means of 
Keeping away moths and taking care 
that no harm of any kind comes to 
the articles left in their charge. The 
severe cold Is carrying off many of 
the poorer elements who have no 
shelter to sleep in, oad who find 
almost certain death if they fell sleep 
In the open. 

‘Along the main shopping street the 
stving of clearance sales is Inereash 
‘most of the firms liquidating entirel 
nd leaving Harbin, of which most 
owners are Jews. ‘There are 
‘occasional spurts in. business owing 
to lorge payments being made by th 
railway administration to discharged 
railway servants thus this week

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BANDIT GANG IN 
WESTERN HILLS 


Villagers Terrorized by Band 
from Charhar 


Peiping, Dec. 31. 

Much anxiety and. fear prevails 
among villages in the more’ distant 
parts of the Western Hills because of 
the activities of bandits who have 
arrived there from Charhar. These 
bandits, who are reported to number 
200, are followers of Liu Kwel-tang. 
‘and are well armed. 

Foreigners who penetrated Into the 
Hills over the week-end found some- 
thing approaching panie prevailing In 
| villages along the Hun River. Almost 

all women and children had fled to 
‘safer parts and only a few men were 
eft in each village, most of these 
being ready to flee. 

‘These foreigners reached Yenchih, 
about 45 miles from Pelping, last 
Friday evening only to find the vill- 
‘age almost deserted, the “bandits 
having reuched Talsun, ten miles 
north of Yenchih. ‘They crossed the 

‘at Shachen, one station above 
‘marching’ southward across 
the Great Wall and entered Tatsun 
last Thursday. 

‘The foreigners concerned return- 
ed immediately from, Yenchit: to 
‘Anchiachwang, one day's march from 
Sanchiatien up the Hun river, or~ 
tiving after dark. ‘Their approach to 
Anchiachwang caused considerable 
trouble as the villagers thought they 
were the advance guard of the 
bandits, most of the people hurriedly 
gathering a few things together and 
fHeeing from the village. Most of 
their women-folk had left during the 
day. 

Reports of the direction of the 
bandits were difficult to verity, the 
general belie being that they were 
heading westwards towards Chaitang. 
‘There are no troops or police in 
‘the Hun river valley, which area has 
been peaceful and’ free from all 
banditry (or many months—Reuter.

JAPANESE SHOPS ON 
YEN STANDARD 


Dollar Prices Now No Longer 
Quoted 


Japanese shops in Shanghai are on 
the “yen standard” following. thelr 
adoption of the new practice of 
‘quoting prices in terms of Japaneso 
currency on January 1, 

‘The system, evolved by the In-, 
dustrial Association, formed by shops 
along Woosung Rosd and adjacent 
districts, ig designed, according to Its 
sponsors, to prevent losses caused by 
uetuations in Chinese currency. 

‘This declaration, she “Chanchal 
Wichi-Nichi" reports, has aroused 
Chinese business circles which regard 
the move as designed to “Interfere 
with the success of the new curren 
laws.” ‘The Gulld of Machine-made 
Goods Producers has appealed to Dr. 
Wf. H. Kung, Minister of Finance, and 
Mir, Wu Ting-chang, Minister of Tn- 
dustry, requesting them to protest to 
the Japanese authorities against. the 

Meanwhile. the “Shanghal Main!- 
chi" slates, tho ‘Ta Hsing Land and 
Trust Association, owning §4 houses 
at the intersection of Woosung and 
Yalu Roads, has changed its capital 
from the dollar tothe yen. basis, 
The firm Is now capitalized’ at 600,000 
yen. 

“The “Nichi-Nichi” believes that the 
adoption of the new system will not 
‘vecome uniform for some time. as 
there are many establishments in the 
district dealing in articles produced 
in China, which are easier to sell if 
quoted in dollars. Many shops, pale 
tonlzed by Chinese and westerners, 
fare abo reluctant (0 put the system 
into effect at once.

the plaintiffs” ctice at 143 Tunsin 
Rond at about 6 p.m. on the same 
“day; it was checked and entered In 
the plaintis’ books on the morning 
of May 23 and was ondorsed by a 
director of the plaintift company in 
the afternoon of the same day. The| 
‘American Oriental Banking Corpora 
tion paid all cheques drawn on them 
‘and found to be in. order and pre- 
sented for payment. during. business 
hours on May 22 and 23, but at 3 
an, or thereabouts on the latter date 
the ‘bank elosed its doors to business| 
and has not since reopened them. 
‘Tho cheque was presented together 
‘with other cheques for collection to 
the plaintiffs’ bank on the morning. 
of May 24 as soon as the plainti 
bank opened for business, 

It Is to be observed that this state- 
ment of agrocd facts is incomplete| 
and ‘Inconsistent, “If the defendant, 
as alleged therein, “purchased”. tho| 
‘aiilic from the plaintiffs, the only 
responsibility that can have attached 
to her was the liability to pay. for 
what she purchased; she eannot have| 
been responsible to the plaintifis for 
the collection of the customers’ ae- 
counts inasmuch as they were her| 
‘own customers and she was a prin- 
cipal in the transaction with’ the 
plainwifs. If, on the other hand, she| 
‘was "rosponsible for the collection of| 
‘ustomers’ accounts” she cannot have’ 
“purchased” the milk from the plaint- 
Mis but acted os thelr agent and. 
intermediary between them and thelr 
customers. ‘The receipts produced 
purport (0 be signed by the manager 
of the plaintift company. and 
countersigned by the shrolt and from 
these it would appear that the de- 
fondant acted in the capacity of 
agent of the plaintiffs to. establish 
privity of contract between them and 
the purchasers of thoir produets. The 
matter is not without pertinence 
Inasmuch as what Js a reasonable 
time for presontation of a cheque may. 
differ according to the eircumstances| 
and the relation of the parties to 
each other. (Holsbury, Statutes of| 
England, Vol. I p. 73) 

According to the plaintifts’ system 
of business two shroffs are employed 
to eollect accounts from the cus 
tomers; these shroffs are authorized 
to receive payment in cash or by 
eheque but have no authority to en-| 
dorse cheques. One shroff goes out| 
in the morning about 9 am. and, 
spends the whole day in collecting 
accounts; he returns to the offee| 
about 6’pin. when he turns in his 
collection for the day, which is then 
‘putin the safe. The’ oMlee closes 2: 
3 pam, except for one clerk or the| 
manager who stays to receive col- 
lections, On the following day the| 
previous day's collection and also 
counts paid by post are checked and| 
entered In the plaintiffs’ books. The! 
process of checking and entering] 
generally takes about one and a half 
hours. All cheques must be endorsed 
by the manager and a director: a 
director goes out every afternoon to, 
the plaintifs' office for this and other 
purposes. On the following morning| 
the second shroff takes all cash and 
cheques to the Hongkong & Shanghai| 
Bank ond then proceeds on his| 
‘rounds (o collect accounts, ‘There are|

‘The M.Ps' China Committee 


Well now, I feel that some apology 
lor explanation Is needed from me 
for occupying this Chair to-nisht. 
You may well ask yourselves “What 
‘on earth is this man, of whom we 
fnave never heard before, “doing 2s 
President of the China Association’ 
My explanation is a simple one, 
though It is a somewhat flattering 
fone to me, that I was asked to be 
the President of the Association as 
the result of my Chairmanship of a 
litte Committee in the House of 
Commons, known as the China Com- 
mittee, which was formed at the 
beginning of the last Parliament by 
men interested In or having assocla- 
tion with China and the Far East, 
the object of the Committee being 
to try to stimulate in Parliament an 
interest in matters appertaining to 
the Far East and to get the sense of 
the House to realize the very im- 
rortant and grave problems with 
Which this country and the world is 
faced in that part of Asi 

T was chosen as Chairman of that 
‘Committee for possibly the _same 
Feason that T'was chosen to be Presi- 
dent of this Association, namely, 
from a belief, rightly or wrongly held 
by my friends, that I had the ability 
to state and present a case in the 
House of Commons. 

‘That Incidentally reminds me— 
though the speech I make is not 
‘about myself—that I was placed in 
fan extremely embarrassing position 
about ten days ago, I think the most 
embarrassing position in which T 
have been placed in a long, political 
career of 31 years, No less than 
five newspapers, with which Thad 
no communteation of any kind, an- 
Rouneed in the most categorical 
fashion that 1 was about to join the 
Cabinet, and even went s0 far as to 
state the office that T was to hold. 

It reminds me of the old story, with 
which probably all of you are 
familiar, of the late Mark Twain. Tt 
was anhouneed In some European 
newspaper and cabled to America 
‘about ten years before his death that 
‘Mark Twain had died. A cub re- 
porter ona New York newspaper 
managed to get him on the long 
distance telephone—he was in the 
wilds of Wisconsin—and he asked 
‘Mark ‘Twaln—or Mr, Clemens, as he 
jwas—"Have you anything to say 
about this statement with “reference 
to yourself?” Having heard the state- 
ment Mark Twain sald “I would like 
to think it over quite a tot”.....Yes, 
Twill tell you what you ean in 
form your ‘readers of the ‘New 
York Times’ You can inform them 
that the statement is “wholly unau- 
thorized and completely premature.” 


Britain's Task In the Far East 


We in this Associaton, as I under~ 
stand its origin, try to harmonize and 
fadjust the necessarily, from 2flux of| 
lime, changing relationship between 
Britain and China in matters com- 
mereinl and otherwise. ‘That is our 
task, but that of His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment in Great Britain is a much 
greater and more onerous one in the 
Far East. It is to try to correlate 
the legitimate interests of Great 
Britain with those of China, Japan, 
the United States, Soviet Russia and 
other Powers, and 1 think it is ap- 
propriate, addressing an audience 
mainly or almost entirely, except for 
myself, concerned with China and 
the Far East, to remind them, it T 
[may do so without offence, of one or 
two facts in connection’ with the 
situation. 

‘There is no concealment of the 
fact—I em sure my friend Sir Vietor 
Wellesley would be the last to deny 
itthat both in this country and 
famong British people in China and 
the Far East there is sometimes im- 
patience with our Government's 
action or inaction, as the case may 
be, .But Ido think we should re- 
member the dimieulties. 

‘A short time ago a distinguished 
[person who had occupied an import- 
fant official position at the Foreign 
Office wrote a book on the subject 
lof Britain's relationship with foreign 
powers, and he pointed out that we 
‘were in a peculiar position, that we 


























were in a different position from that 
lof =ny other country or any other, 
Earre that has ever existed, insofer 
Jas our interests were to be found in 
fevezy Continent, In almost every, 
country in the world, and on all the 
‘Seven Seas of the world. 

He went on to say that when our 
foreign policy, in a particular region, 
o vis-a-vis a foreign power, seemed 
Jat times to be weak and vacilating 
to friends and foes alike, it was right 
{to remember that alone’ of all the 
IGreat Power, we had vital interests 
in every Continent and on every sea, 
‘and that we had never had, and could 
{never have, either the ‘moral or 
physical force to exert equal pressure 
in defence of our rights everywhere. 
[That Is a profoundly true statement! 
that we should do well to take to 
heart 











Were, There and Everywhere 


Let us take some examples of that.| 
It is a fact, as all of you in this 
Jaudience know better than I do, that| 
we have immense commercial and 
{financial interests in China. ‘They are 
supposed by the most recent 'compula- 
tion to be valued at something like 


is no doubt—I am sure that my friend 
His Excelleney on my right will not 
mind my saying this—that there are 
‘some unsatisfactory features at the 
present time about the position of 
those investments. Well now, if you 
were {9 {reat this as being an isolated 
case, if China were the only 
‘country in the world in which we 
‘had. £300,000,000 of investments, the 
lonly country in the world in whieh. 
|we had interests, the problem would, 
be_an easy one. 

But T wonder if everyone round, 
{these tables realizes that if you go 
across the Pacific to South America 
you will find an exactly similae state 
of affairs, except that our investments 
fare greater. I believe that British 
investments in South America total 
between £400,000,000 and £500,000, 
000. ‘There again things are not too| 
smooth, ag those who have had in- 
‘vestments in those countries of recent 
years know. 

Therefore I say, although it may 
lve prophesying hard things, you 
jcannot expect of this or any’ other 
British Government that there will 
not be diMtculties for British trad 
‘and for British finance all over 











e| 
world in the circumstances of to-day. 


You cannot suppose that any one 
‘quarter of the world, however import- 
ant it may be to our trade, is notice- 
fably more important than’ anuther. 


Stir up the Civil Servants 
But let me say this: I would not| 
ike it to be thought by anyone who 
ig here representing a definite in- 
terest that that Is any reason why we 
[should not from time to time stir 
them up in Parliament. Because my 
experience of Parliament is that the 
imore you stir up Civil Servants the 
better it is for the administration. 
T am sure that is an argument that 
jwill be favourably received by those 
|who represent the great commercial 
Interests of the East around these] 
tables. 
Nor should my friend the Chinese 
Ambassador think, from what 1 have 
Sald—beeause I might quite unwit- 
tingly have give the impression— 
that the British lion replete and at 
times appearing to some people to be 
falmost half-witted, with his tall eurled 
round him—let him not think that he 
is not liable to wake up and make 
himself unpleasant to those countries 
who have made themselves unpleas- 
ant to him. Though that does not 
fepply to China and ourselves. 


Study Imperial Problems 


I apologize for these desultory| 
remarks, which come from one who 
has made some study of Imperial 
land international affairs. 1 would 
lsay this, that the most important | 
thing that we can do as Britons is 
to study the problems of our fellow 
subjects in other parts of the world, 
T have great pleasure in proposing 
the toast of the guests, coupling it 
with the name of Sir William Peel. 
Jcnd on your behalf and my own 
Jeongratulating him on the very suc-

1 tried to make some enquiries ns 
to what was the procedure on these

‘a senior member of your Com- 
mittee that I was -supposed to be 
funny and make you laugh. ‘That 
Jcame as a great shock, quite apart| 
from the fact that it is hardly my, 
nature. 1 had lived under the im- 
pression that It was os improper to 
be frivolous on an occasion of this, 
kind as it might be, say, to retail 
Rabelaisian stories to an audience of 
[Scotch elders. 

T feel, therefore, that I cannot face 
that particular preseription, 1 was 
old, however, at the same time that 
T must be brief, and that instruction 
I propose to follow.

Incidentally, T was golfing 
with hhim only ten days ago and he 
was particularly anxious that I 
[should express his regret that clr- 
lcumstances have prevented him from 
luppearing here to-night. 


My Other Colleagues 


I may say that the Government of 
Hongkong and the British Legation, 
now Embassy, at Peiping have work 
Jed together ‘in a very happy and 
lcomplete system of co-operation. 1 
owe to Sir Miles Lampson and to 
Sir Alexander Cadogan my grateful 
thanks for all the advice and assist 
ance which I have recelved during 
‘my term of office. I believe it has 
‘been suggested from certain quarters: 
that it would be a good thing if a 
sort of super pro-consul were ap- 
pointed who would combine in his

Relations with Canton

PUBLIC POLLS IN THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, Dee, 7. 
‘A curious, political "condition has 
jorisen in the United States. The 
lcountry retains its confidence in Pres!- 
Jdent Roosevelt almost undiminished 
fbut at the same time it has lost con- 
Jadence in the New Deal. This fact 
is reported by political agents in the 
seta and ls proved more conclusive 
ly by straw votes and polls of various 
jkinds. ‘The President’ himself seems 
to have taken it to heart for in an 
important speech he met critics of 
lthe New Deal half-way and ascured 
Jthem ‘that the period of lavish ex- 
penditure was over and that in the 
future they could look forward to an 
lever decressing deficit in the Budget. 

Such assurances have been made in 
the past. Business has been promised 
Ja breathing spell and hints have been 
jgiven that: no new taxes were to be 
feared, Such assurances nut only cut 
lthe ground from beneath the feet of 
those who argued that extravagant 
Jexpenditure and unbalanced budgets 
were, having an unsettling effect and 
Jpreventing recovery, but they helped 
forward 2 condition which would 
refute the opposition even more than 
Jwords—a return to prosperity. A 
business boom next Summer would 
lelinch the re-election of the President, 
|The Goverament therefore are doin; 
nothing to. check boom tendencies 
which are being helped moreover by a 
steady influx of funds from war-seared

lvative nancial critics are very much

The “Literary Digest” socks to 
Fetch ag many people as it can in 
is test vote. It takes telephone ists, 
motor registration lists and election 
stg and sends copies of the polling 
sheet by mail. Mr. Gallup follows 
a different pian, ‘Such wholesale 
broadcasting of voting sheets means 
that 2 poll takes several months and 
hhe wishes to have four polls finished 
each month, He, therefore, considered 
the matter and docided that equally 
accurate results as far as percentages 
went could be oblained if a small 
cross section of the country were 
polled. ‘The eros section would have 
fo be chosen with care and for two 
‘years he experimented trying to find 
‘ut the most accurate microcosm of 
“America, 

‘One of the earliest things he dis- 
covered was that though you sent out 
voling papers in a certain locality. to 
all those on the registered voting 
ists, the replies would come almost 
entirely from the richer sections. 
Here was one possible cause of an 
inaccurate forecast. He, therefore, 
decided to supplement his mail voting 
sheels with personel canvassers om 
the lower salaried classes, 

He also discovered that in conduct. 
Ing a national poll certain sections 
‘Such a8 formers were slow in answer- 
Ing. From the cities he would gat 
replies from as many ag 50 per cent, 
of the people questioned, but the farm 
replies rarely reached’ as many 05 
‘Mfteen per cent, In conducting a 
national poll thetefore he took care 
to see that 20 por cent, of his votes 
came from the farm areas for that 
represented the proportion of farmers

Mr. Gellup fools that by sending

Mr. Gollup insists that he has no 
axe to grind. Me could not do any 
finding oven if he wished for nls 
services ave paid for both by Republi- 
fan and Democratic newspapers, His 
sole object 1s (0 find out what public 
‘opinion is, not to seek to influence 
Il. He does not therefore phrase his 
questions in a way which will olicit 
some desired reply, When the 
Chamber of Commerce polled its 
members it asked "Should there be 
extension of Federal jurisdiction over 
matters of state and loeal concern” 
‘and obtvined to this and similarly 
phrased questions answers which 
‘were 95 per cont. unfavourable, Sup- 
pore the question were phrased 
‘When problems formerly of state 
‘and Tocal coneern beconie so vast and 
intrieate that they can be met only 
by national measures, should the 
Federal Government assume durisdic- 
tion." 

It would be very hard to say no 
fo such a question and oven the 
Chamber ‘of Commerce could. have 
been made to appear by such means 
an overwhelming supporter of the 
Now Deal.

of the portrait, although it helps 
to explain the ‘admitted facts that 
no statesman was more widely con~ 
sulled by successive Governments 
and that no Viceroy oblained such 
fan unchallenged ascendancy over 
hhis Council (Cabinet). Tt would be 
truism to say that such a per= 
sonalily was complex and interost= 
Ing. Therefore it may be appro- 
priate for one who, for five yea 
was in contact with Lord Reading 
in his Delhi and Simla days to sot 
down a few Impressions. In the 
House of Commons Rufus T:anes 
lacked the mastery which came at 
one stroke to F. E, Smith. As 
member for Reading he won his 
way to the Cabinet by dint of his 
unrivalled balance of judgment 
rather than by any oratovieal dis 
play in the House. As an orator 
Lord Reading was at his best in 
expounding delicate political prob- 
lems, “He was not i good after~ 
dinner speaker. On such occasions 
his speeches smacked a litUe of the 
persuasive advocate addresses a 
stubborn jury. 




















But his cold dispassionate logic 
was effective in dealing with the 
situation which confronted him in 
India, He met the full force of the 
hon-co-operation movement and by 
refusing to indulge in sentiment and 
yet strongly maintaining — basic 
principles of justice he effectively 
dissolved passion and was able to 
find the  intransigeants actually 
sharing legislative responsibilities 
with his Government before he laid 
down the reins of power. He was 
slow in coming to a decision—too 
slow some of his impatient crities

often said—but the decision when 
madz was seldom wrong. In main- 
taining the dignity of the Viceregal 
Joffice he was discriminatingly firm. 
A. notable example was provided| 
when rumour had got abroad that

|Nabha to reascend the gadi (throne).

[Maharaja although exile from his 
/State was imposed upon him).

Bureaucratic routine irked Lord 
Reading in his early days. When 
he was interested in a subject he 
wanted to absorb it thoroughly. 
Like so many lawyers he had iti 
idea of time and Viceregal program 
mes, involving the attendance of 
high officers of the Government at 
sated hours, cannot be upset with, 
impunity. When, for example, Lord| 
[Reading on arrival in India siarted| 
the process of “getting to know”| 
Mr. Gandhi and the famous inter- 
views extending over nearly a fort 
night took place, there. were some 
awkward dislocations which, al the 
time, caused considerable’ incon= 
venience. Indeed, the resignation 
of Sir Thomas Holland and the con- 
sequent loss of a brilliant brain to 
India—now happily guiding the 
destinies of Edinburgh University —| 
was indirectly due to this dimeuly 
lof harnessing a racchorse to a plough. 
However Lord Reading soon proved 
his adaptability to a system which 
prescribes that every quatter-hour 
‘ofa Viceroy"s time shall be duly re~ 
duced to the formal expression of a 
printed schedule.

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RISE AND FALL OF NORTHERN WARLORDS 


Acquisition and Dispersal of Their Fortunes: Huge 
Funeral Costing $1,000,000

‘The rise to power of the warlords 
was due {o the absence of a strony 
central government following the 
averthrow of the Manchu Dynasty in 

‘Some of them like Yuan Shih-kal, 
‘Tuan Chu-jui and Chang Tso-lin 
were Important officials prior to the 
Revolution, while others such as Wu 
Pelsfu, and the Kwangsl generals, Li 
Chueshen, Li ‘Tsung-jen and ‘Pel 
Chien-wu were able military men, 
‘and would, In the natural course of 
events, have obtained important 
commands. 

‘There were others, however, who 
tose to fame from obscure beginnings 
and who, in the course of a few 
years, made fortunes which, with 0 
Tew exceptions, far exceeded those 
made by even the highest officials 
under the Manchu Dynasly. 

With the establishment of ‘a central 
government in Nanking, however, the 
ewer of these one time all powerful 
ips greatly diminished and with 
‘the exception of a few, who still hold 
high posts In one or other of the 
provinces, they have gradually dis- 
‘appeared from view, and are either | 
Uving quictly. in one of the foreign 
concessions or have “crossed over” 
‘to the great boyond, 

Fortunes Depleted 

‘The fortunes which they made so 
rapidly have, in a number of cases, 
been lost of greatly depleted, and 
what remains of them is often the 
cause of law sults and unseemly 
family quarrels, 

‘When at the height of their power, 
many of them had nelther the time 
nor the opportunity to properly 
Invest the millions that eame rolling 
in, It was dangerous for them to 
buy property, as this would, in all 
probability, be confiscated as soon as: 
the owner’ was driven from power, 
and the expedient commonly adopted 
was to deposit the money under an 
assumed name in one or other of 
native or foreign banks, very often’ 
the latter. ‘There are many’ stories 
told of the fates of their bank books, 
some of them being stolen, while: 
others fell into the hands of cone 
rvants who knew where 
‘man kept his private 


aps 

‘The brother of one of the military 
governors of Honan amassed a for 
tune of over half a million doliars, 
all in sliver, ‘and refusing to trust 
‘anyone had ‘it stored in a specially 
built tower adjoining his camp. 
Unfortunately, one morning he was 
forced to flee from the city, as the 
‘enemy troops were approaching and 

ich was his haste that he had to 
ave his precious store of silver 
behind him. His brother, who had 
speculated in property, had every~ 
thing confiscated, though when i 
political situation changed, a consi 
erable part of it was restored to 
him, However he did not enjoy his 
wood fortune for long, as he died 
shortly afterwards, and lay for 
months unburied in his coffin, while 
‘his son and his concubines wrangled 
over the estate, 

‘Another of these warlords, a man 
who was not able to write his own 
‘name, amassed a fortune of some ten 
millon dollars und was able to got 
away with the greater part of it 
inlact, He retired to a foreign con~ 
cession in Tientsin, lived and dressed 
in a very modest siyle and invariably 
pleaded poverty. 

Inexperlence in Business 


In many cases, the nancial losses 
suffered by these warlords were due 
to thelr inexperience in business 
matters, and they were often persuded 
to put'money into commercial and 
industrial enterprises which turned 
out badly, ‘Then again they had to 
assist many of their old followers 
who had fallen on evil times, as well 
as support a large number of rela- 
ves and dependents. 

‘Two of the most notorious of these 
came to violent ends. One, Chu Yur 
u, formerly governor of Chihil (now 
Hopel) was killed by the people of 
his native village in Shantung, and 
It Is not known what became of the 
Hortune he ‘was supposed to have 
made, There are many stories about 
€ lost bank book, but the truth prob- 
ably never will be revealed. 

His colleague, Chang Tsung-chang, 
who ransacked without pity his native 
province of Shantung, was assas~ 
sinated In the station of ' ‘nanfu, and 
s0 dicd miserably near tne scenes of 
his former triumphs. A familiar 
saying about him was that he had 
‘more soldiers ‘than cartridges and 
more concubines than soldiers. A 
variation being that there were three 
things he did not know, namely, the| 
amount of his fortune, the number 
of his troops and the names of his 
concubines. 

Another amazing story is that of a 
‘mun, who was originally a “tapengti” 
or “erecter of mat sheds" and who 
id not enter the army until he was 
nearly thirty years of age, In the 
‘course of time, he became a military

‘one of the most important of the 
clvil wars. He retired with the com- 
paratively modest fortune of $4,000,- 
09. Unfortunate <peculations | and 
extravagance on the part of the| 
younger members of his family re- 
@uced this sum considerably within 
a very few years, but it was not until 
his death, that ‘things really began 
to move, ’ Over $1,000,000 was spent 
‘on his funeral, and the countryside 
through which the cortege passed 
was elaborately decorated for a dis~ 
tance of over thirty miles. “Then 
followed a reguler orgy of expendi: 
‘ure, and it is not surprising to learn 
that’ his family is now living In 
straightened elreumstances. 





It may be asked, how it was pos- 
sible for them to make such enormous| 
fortunes in such a comparatively

short tme, and the only reply to 
five is that’ much depended upon 
the time and elreumstances, and that 
Inno two cases were the fortunes, 
made in exactly the same way. 
Jurisdiction over a large territory 
often gave the warlord control over 
revenue which under ordinary eir- 
cumstances would go to the govern 
ment. In some cases, the detention 
‘of the salt revenues and the imposi-| 
tion of new taxes brought in a large 
sum of money, especially where 
‘oplum was concerned, and many an 
‘army depended for its very existance 
upon the receipts from the sale of 
the black drug. 

‘The printing of bank-notes and the 
minting of coins also helped in 
providing funds for those in authority, 
while there always was the old time 
expedient of selling posts, especially 
those connected with the collection 
of taxes, while it was not uncommon 
for the money intended for the pay- 
ment of troops to be diverted into| 
other channels 

There were, of course, good war- 
lords and bad warlords, some taking 
Mute more than what was required 
for the equipment and maintenance 
of the forces under their command, 
while others were little better than 
robbers, and did not hesitate to extort 
and {o arrest on trumped up charges 
people who were reputed to be 
wealthy. 

It is all a sad and miserable story, 
Dut it has its bright side in the amaz- 
ing popularity of General Wu Pel-fu, 
which us largely due to the fact that 
in spite of his many mistakes, he 
over sought to become rich, and 
always has been a poor man as far 
as his personal fortune is concerned. 

‘One remarkable thing about the 
rule of the warlords was the fluctua- 
tion that was constanily taking place 
in the fortunes of the various parties.

During one of these wars, the re~ 
resentative of a famous” warlord

In order to understand the situa- 
tion at that time, it is necessary to 
sey someting about the history and 
Jorganization of the various parties 
under which the warlords” were:

party, however, was more politiexi 
‘and financial than military, while 
many of the leaders had Japanese 
‘connections. 

‘The Fenetien party was composed 
of the oMeials and military leaders 
that had gathered around Chan Teo-| 
Min during his régime in Manchuria 
Though thelr armies were well equ! 
pod, thelr adventures in China did 
hol, on the whole, ment with great 


























success. 

‘A fourth and. very important party. 
the Kuominckun, ‘came into being. 
when Feng Yu-hsiang with Hu Ching- 
/yiand Sun Yueh revolted against 
/Pel-fa in 1924 and captured Peiping 

Apart from these, however, there| 
were a number of ‘military ieadere 
some of them of considerable im- 
portance, who were not allied to 
‘any of the four parties. Of these| 
the best known was Yen  Hsi-shan 
who, for many years managed o| 
‘keep out of these wars with the resu\t 
tkat his provinee became very pros-

In the 
first place the treasury was empty as 
the departing forces had taken every- 

hing of value with them, and 
through the chambers of commerce, 
had made heavy levies upon the 
merchants, in addition to whick the| 
Jcountry people had been forced to] 
‘supply grain ond animal transport. 
‘They had also taken with them ali 
the available rolling stock and loco- 
motives of the railways, and in a 
‘number of eases, in order to del 
pursuit, bley up’ bridges and water- 
towers. 

‘The chief trouble, however, came 
over the division of the spoils, for 
each commander who had taken’ part 
in the attack was cf the opinion that} 
his. services Had. contributed largely| 
to the victory, and so he thought he 
‘was entitled to an Important. post 
‘Asa matter of fact there were not 
Jenough remunerative positions to g0| 
around, and so much jealousy arcse 
between tke various generals.

Demands of Bandits 


Even the bandits who had been 
incorporated into the army began to| 
make unreasonable demands, and, if| 
they were too obstreprous, the usual 
plan was to surround them unawares’ 
and take away their arms. In some! 
cases ‘even more drastle measures 
were employed, and I remember one 
instance when they were entrained 
for a certain destination, but at one 
of the intermediate stationg the engine 
slipped away, and the poor wretches| 
inside of the trucks ‘were mowed 
down with mackine-guns. 

‘The generals who were sent to the 
outlying districts were always de- 
slrous of increasing their power, and 
at every opportunity began to re- 
erult new soldiers so that they could| 
claim from the central authorities an 
Increase in the money alloted to them 
for their troops,

Central Government in Power 

As time went on the wars began 
to get more serious, and this was

14) entered the field, the most desperate, 


battle taking place in what might 
be termed he last of the civil warr, 
namely, the one between the Nanking 
forces and those of Feng Yu-hsiang 
fand Yen Msi-shan. After it ended 
‘many of the independent commanders| 
were eliminated and most of their 
troops were dispersed or taken over 
by the Central Government. Most 
of the warlords have, as we have 
‘sald, disappeared from view, whil> 
others are engaged in trying to. pr 
tect what was Teft of thelr property 
from the hands of their 

relatives. 

‘The only persons for whom we 
have any sympathy are the soldiers, 
who were badly equipped and were 
often driven into battle at the point 
of ‘mackine-guns. When we know 
what they went through we can truly 
Jsuy- thatthe Chinese are a pation! 
‘and long-suffering people. 

‘The chief warlords were as a rule 
men of outstanding ability and 
tough each of them had a certain 
distinet personality of his own, yet| 
they had certain characteristics in 
common which to a large extent, 
‘mitigated against their complels 
success, and in faet throughout their 
‘careers| weakened their power ant 
influence. ‘The first of these charac- 
teristics was the inability. to choos: 
ocd and capable subordinates. A

Political Strategy 

For instance, there have not been 
many greater personalities during the 
past few decades than Yuan Shih- 
kai. He was a master of political 
strategy and outwitted his enemies 
in many a bitter struggle, yet a 
number of his most trusted» sub- 
‘ordinates were crude, illiterate, mill- 
tary men, cruel end corrupt, and 
with few’ redeeming. features,’ This 
fg all the more surprising when w=, 
think of the returned students he 
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rapacious | 


Jused in tis dealings with foreigners 
Jand inthe various. government nd- 
ministrations. We have only to men 
ton the names of Tsai Ting-kan, 
Jang Tun-yen and M. T. Liang to 
iMlustrate our point in this connec- 
Hion. As for tho military men, 1 
remember meeting one of the most 
powerful and trusted of his oMcers, 
Jaman who had a most unenviable 
reputation, and who for the purpose 
fof. the Interview, got up from an 
adjoining oplum couck:. The province 
jef Anhwel wag bled for many years 
‘by another of his subordinates, while 
sao Kun, though a pleasant and 
Jsomewkat harmless man, was largely 
inthe hands of his. relatives and 
certain minions ‘whose misdeeds 
‘brought about his downfall. 

‘Chang ‘Tso-lin, a shrewd and able 
man, full of knowledge of the wiles 
‘and ‘intrigues of officialdom, was also 
most unfortunate in many 
subordinates especially such men a9 
{chu Yu-pu and Chang Chung-chang. 
However, it. must be admitted that 
‘when he. did choose men of abllity 
Jsuch as Yong Yusting and Kuo Sun~ 
Tin, they proved unfaithful to him. 

‘Wu Pel-fu, quick witted, scholatiy, 
brave in battle and perfectly honest 
jas regards his private affairs, was 
searcely more fortunate, and 'T re- 
member a visit to a man whom he 
hhad appointed to a. very high post 
and found him helt stupifed with 
‘drugs, He was but typical of a num~ 
ber of his associates and explains to 
a large extent, the failure of bis 
overlord. 

"The man who was most successful 
In his subordinates was Feng Yu- 
hsiang, and this was partly due to 
‘the fact that most of them tad served 
under him when he was a captain 
in the army. Tn time, however, the 
canker of Jealousy destroyed ' tha 
wonderful discipline which existe: 
throughout his armies, and. with, the 
revolt of Han Fuchu, ‘Ma_Hung-kwel 
and Shit, Yiu-san, the Kuominchun 
was greatly weakened and never 
recovered its old time strength and 
efficiency. 

‘Another falling common to most of 
the warlords was their unwillingness 
to give sufclent authority to their 
subordinates, and to take upon them= 
selves work which could just as well 
be done by others 

"Yuan Shih-kal wrote the great 
majority of his letters and dispatches 
with bis own hand instead of delegat~ 
ing all except the most Important 
‘ones to, an official writer, 

‘Wu Pel-fu, at the height of his 
power had seated round his audlence 
oom men from almost every prov- 
{nee in China, each one trying to get 
support and’ authority “for some 
for other. As he had very little time 
to spare, many matters, some of 
iRreat Importance, were settled after 
8 few minutes ecnversation, with thy 
result ‘that there was. ofien much 
misunderstanding amongst the au 
thorities concerned, as the true facls 
‘of the ease had been mispresented to 
‘the gallant general. 

Feng Yuchsiang was a great offend 
erin this Fespeet and not only was 
practically everything in his own 
organization referred to him, but he 
also took a fatherly interest in the 
private affairs of Tig oMcerg and 
men. “A friend of mine who visited 
hhim "in one of his retreats told me 
that while they were walking In the 
garden, no fewer than twenty me 
{in the course of an hour and a halt 
‘came. at various times to report 10 
him and to receive instructions. th 
spite of his tremendous energy, it Is 
no wonder that his desk was always 
crowded ‘with piles of documents 
‘waiting tis attention.

Eack of the great men kept for his 
private tse one or more special 
‘trains, and it was not uncommon fo* 
‘one of these to occupy the main tine 
fat a station for days en ond, causing 
much confusion to the ‘rest of the 
Mie. Even the subordinate oMeere 
would on occasions get control of a 
Toccmotive and a numbes of wagons 
Jand use them for their own pur- 
pases. 

T remember travelling once with 
Jan important. provincial oMeiat ond 
meeting several officers who. came 
from "his native district, and who

January 1—My recent visit to 
Hangchow has convinced me that 
some, at least, of the birds of China 
have thelr local dialects just like 
human beings. A Bulbui, singing 
outside my bedroom window had 
acquired the accent and manner of 
‘2 Hwamel to such an extent that T 
feould not have recognized its song if 
It were not for an Intimate knowledge 
of every phrase ond note delivered 
‘by our local bird. ‘This is a curlous 
fact which I have never heard of 
before. Who, for example, has heard 
fof anyone referring toa ‘Thrush 
singing with a Scotch accent? The 
‘Trush of England sings just the same 
fas does the Mavis of Scotland; the 
Redpoll has the same song as the 
French Linnet; and the ery of the 
Heron is the same as that of the 
Hernshaw, being in each case the 
same bird differently named....and 
please note that when Shakespeare 
wrote “I know a hawk from a hand 
sawo" he was referring to the Heron 
under the latter name, The British 
Robin ranges from the North of Scot 
and to France and across to Holland 
|—yet I havo never heard anyone say 
that this song differs in any particular 
locality. 

But the Bulbuls of Chekiang have 
undoubtedly taken on the accent and 
enunelation of the leading local 
Songster: they roll their R's and lift 
thelr voices just as the Hwamel docs 
in districts where that is a song-bird 
jas common as our Blackbird.
